The blind are helping the blind to 
“ see” in Pennsylvania. 
Sightless workmen h e r e 
are 
making the red-tipped canes with 
which those without vision

Illinois Taxpayers' Annual 
Bill Three Billion Dollars 
More Than 20 Years Ago 


By WARREN STROTHER 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
SPRINGFIELD IPI—Illinois tax­ 
payers’ annual federal income tax 
bill is some three billion dollars 
more than it was 20 years ago. the 
Internal Revenue 
Service office 
here reported today. 
Personal income tax collections 
for Illinois for the fiscal year end­ 
ed June 30. 1955 totaled $3,135,000,- 
000, compared with $39,654,000 for 
the fiscal -year ended 
June 30, 
1035, according to federal tax rec­ 
ords. 
District Director H J, White said 
about 3,800,000 persons filed in 
come tax returns in Illinois during 
the 1954-55 fiscal year, compared 
with 
roughly 
450.000 returns 20 
years earlier. 
Exact figures on the number of 
returns for 1934 35 are not avail­ 
able, White said, but the 450,000 
figure would be about the same 
proportion to national returns as 
the 1955 figure 


Normal T ai Four Per Cent 


Mounting federal spending and 
federal budgets, coupled with rap­ 
idly rising tax rates and popula 
tion growth, plus dramatic increas­ 
es in personal income figures were 
largely responsible for the huge 
increase in personal income taxes 
paid. 
White said the rates applicable 
to the 1934-35 fiscal year, based 
largely upon 1934 tax returns, in 
eluded a 4 per cent “ normal” tax 
for ail income over the personal 
exemptions 
Twenty years ago the exemption 
•or a married couple filing jointly 
was $2,500, plus $400 for each child 
or other dependent 
An unmarried 
person could take only a $1,000 
exemption. 
On top of the “normal” tax rate 
were the surtaxes, which started 
at 4 per cent for $4.000-$6,000, 5 
per eent for $6,000-$8,000, 6 per 


cent for $8,000-$10,000. and gradu­ 
ated upward to 59 per cent of in­ 
come in excess of a million dol­ 
lars. 
Now Starts at 20 Per Cent 
The 1954-55 tax rate, the same 
one in effect today, provides the 
familiar $600 exemption for each 
dependent. 
With numerous quali­ 
fications and special cases 1956 
taxpayers are now worrying about, 
the rate starts at 20 per cent of 
the non exempt income under $4,- 
000. 
For m arried 
taxpayers 
filing 
jointly to obtain “ split income” 
benefits, the rate is roughly 22 per 
cent of the income in the $4,000- 
$8,000 bracket; 26 per cent of the 
$8,000-512,000 bracket; and upward 
to 91 per cent of income over $400,- 
000. 
For unmarried 
taxpayers the 
rate ranges upward to 91 per cent 
of all income over $200,000 
The 
old surtax and “ norm al” taxes are 
now combined in the same rates. 
Final figures for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1956, are not yet 
available, but apparently would be 
approximately in the same propor­ 
tion to fiscal 1936 as those of a

Price Supports 


WASHINGTON OLP) — The gov­ 
ernment lost nearly three times 
as much on farm price support 
operations during the Eisenhower 
administration as it did in 20 years 
of Democratic 
rule, Agriculture 
Department reports revealed today. 
Agriculture Secretary 
Ezra 
T. 
Benson has claimed that most cur­ 
rent farm surpluses — and govern­ 
ment losses in getting, rid of them 
— were caused 
by 
Democratic-

grams in effect through 1954. 
Under the administration’s “flex­ 
ible” price support system permit­ 
ting lower price floors, Benson be­ 
gan in 1955 reducing government 
guaranteed floors under most ma­ 
jor crops.

It is not strange that Lincoln 
would be interested in the tools 
to be used. 
Several incidents in 
his earlier years may help to ex ­ 
plain 
this 
interest. 
First, 
his 
fath er was a com petent carpenter 
and cabinet m aker, and the boy 
helped him in this work. 
From 
his boyhood. I lncdln had been ac 
q eain ted with the rifle and was 
skilled in its use. 
It was the in­ 
genious m ann er in which he got 
his flatboat over the dam at New 
Salem that first brought him to 
the attention of the men there. 
Interested in Machinery 
T hen th ere are letters and ac­ 
counts of o th er lawyers who rode 
the judicial circuits with Lincoln 
that tell of his custom, when op­ 
portunity cam e of pausing to care­ 
fully and thoroughly inspect any 
new piece of m achinery he found. 
He prepared and delivered a lec­ 
ture entitled, “ Discoveries and In­ 
ventions ” 
As an attorney he was 
interested in some p atent cases. 
In 1849, Lincoln drew the plans, 
constructed the necessary m odel, 
and was granted a p atent for an 
app aratu s to float flatboats over 
shoals. 
Thus it can be seen that 
he cam e to the presidency with 
more than the average understand­ 
ing 
of 
things 
mechanical 
and 
scientific. 
It was certainly w ell 
that he did. 
W hen Lincoln began the duties 
of president he found a chaotic 
situation. 
Many of the more able 
m ilitary men were resigning their 
comm issions to cast their lot with 
th eir native states. 
Others w ere 
h» sitant 
concerning 
the 
course 
they would pursue, some perm an­ 
ently leaving the service rather 
than 
be 
partisan. 
This 
left 
a i 
group, many of them older and 
som ewhat stodgy m inded but defi­ 
nitely loyal. 
It was to this group 
that the president had to choose 
his trained m ilitary advisers, 
In ' some of his selections from 
those available, Mr. Lincoln was 
indeed fortunate. 
One of his most 
com petent, 
tru sted 
and 
valuable 
aids was com m ander John A. Dahl­ 
gren. Chief O rdnance Officer at 
the W ashington Naval Yard, then 
as now the place w here naval can­ 
nons 
were 
made. 
It 
was 
this 
Dahlgren 
who 
designed 
the 
fa­ 
mous D ahlgren gun and for whom 
the Hamilton County, Illinois vil­ 
lage was named.
